LONDON, June 26.—London has just 
acquired a work of art of a high order. 
In announcing this important fact the 
art critic of The Times says:

The general strike which began to-day 
was preceded last night by attempts at 
red-flag demonstrations, but the Cossacks 
charged and dispersed the rioters with 
their whips. On Vononia Street a sullen 
crowd made a stand and a patrol fired 
three shots. 

The city has the appearance of a mili- 
tary encampment. Thirty-four battalions 
of infantry are stationed in the city. In- 
fantry and Cossacks are bivouacked in 
the streets and patrols are circulating 
everywhere. 

A bomb was thrown last night at a car- 
riage occupied by the Chief of Police, M. 
Pavioff, of the town of Czenstochowa, 
Government of Piotrkow. The Chief of 
Police and seven other persons were se- 
riously wounded. 

At Chenstohoff, a bomb was thrown 
into the police station. It wounded sev- 
eral policemen and broke all the windows 
for blocks around.

The victims of last week’s outbreak 
total over 1,200. Thus far the bodies of 
843 Jews and 218 Christians have been 
buried. The wounded number over 700. 


KOVNO, Russia, June 26.—A mob of 
1,000 persons surrounded and attacked the 
police station and the Governor General's 
palace to-day. 

All the windows were broken before the 
rioters were overawed by the police. Five 
policemen were wounded. A detachment 
of dragoons finally arrived on the scene 
and dispersed the’ rioters.

The Tarantula later had one of her three 
turbitres renroved;~ and with a larger 
screw made greater speed. She has re- 
cently had several skirmishes with Ni-! 
agara IV. and the Arrow. In one of these 
informal races the strain of the larger 
propeller broke her shaft. She has re- 
cently come from the repair shop. She 
was designed by Cox & King of Lonuon, 
England, and built by Yarrow & Co., in 
1892, 

The Norman, formerly the Oneonta, is 
a ninety-two ton yacht, and was built at 
Chester, Penn., on the design of Gardner 
f& Cox, dedigners of the Atlantic.

devastate the Southern Caucasus and be 
extinguished only by streams of blood. 
Mussulmans are now actually besieging 
Arrienians in some of the towns. 

At Rostoff-on-Don the police have dis- 
covered that large quantities of arms 
and ammunition have been purchased 
there and shipped to the Caucasus. 

Peasant uprisings have also recurred in 
several provinces, notably Kharkoff, 
where the estates of half a dozen nobles 
have been burned, and where the work- 
men resisted Cossacks with arms, wound- 
ing several of the soldiers. 

Troops have beén hurriedly dispatched 
to three districts in the Province of Sara- 
toff to suppress agrarian disturbances. A

WASHINGTON, June 26.—Russia has 
given reassurance of its intentions in the 
peace negotiations by placing the President 
in possession of the tentative choice

Dr. Ross added that 
while Brinsmade was at the sanitarium 
he was suffering from paranoia. 

Dr. Carlos F. McDonald testified that he 
had examined Brinsmade in March, 1904, 
at the request of Mrs. Brinsmade and her 
brother In the opinion of the witness 
Brinsmade was insane at the time of the 
marriage. 

Tunis G. Bergen, formerly member of 
the State Board of Charities, was the 
first witness called for the defense. Mr. 
Bergen identified a report made by Brins- 
made, about the time he was married, to 
the State Board of Charities. 
recommended changes in plans of public 
buildings. The witness said Brinsmade’s 
suggestions were those of a sane man 
and a good architect.

of Records, said that Brinsmade’s vlans 
were certainly not drawn by an insane 
man and showed that Brinsmade pos- 
sessed much talent.

Growing Belief in Germany That 
Britain Wants to Provoke War. 


en VIEWS ARE OUTLINED 








French Ambassador Talks with Chan- 
cellor von Buelow and Reports the 
Result to Premier Rouvier.

PARIS, June 26.—Information reaches 
me at a late hour this evening that the 
prospect of an agreement between 
France and Germany over the Morocco 
question has improved. 

BERLIN, June 26.—In view of the ten- 
sion between Berlin and London, it is 
believed that Germany will make many 
concessions to France in the negotiations 
over Morocco, in order to reach an un- 
derstanding. It is noted that the rela- 
tions between Germany and Great Brit- 
ain were never worse than at this mo- 
ment. 

It is believed that several days will 
elapse before the German answer to Pre- 
mier Rouvier’s note is ready. The sec- 
ond interview of Mr. Bihourd, the French 
Ambassador, with Chancellor von Buelow 
was devoted to a detailed discussion of 
the French note, but the Foreign Office 
abstains from giving any information 
regarding the results reached. 

It is semi-officially stated that the Ger- 
man answer has not yet been drawn up. 
The Government and press therefore re- 
sent the assertion in the London news- 
papers that the German Government re- 
fuses to take into consideration every 
point raised by Premier Rouvier. 

Throughout the German press a grow- 
ing impatience is manifested at what is 
regarded as a British attempt to embroil 
Germany and France. It is noted with 
satisfaction that some of the krench 
statesmen begin to interpret Great Brit- 
ain's interest in the Franco-German dif- 
ficulty in the same way. The newspapers 
quote approvingly the -words of Gen. de 
Gallifet, ex-War Minister of France, that 
Great Britain alone wants war between 
France and Germany, for it would be to 
her own advantage and at France's ex- 
pense. ‘ 

Similar views are expressed In the Ger- 
man press, the writers arguing that 
Great Britain, having gotten rid of Rus- 
sia for a generation through the war in 
the Far East, is deliberately working 
fan the flames of the old hate between 
France and Germany and cause another | 
war, whicit must weaken her only for- 
midable rivals in West European politics. 

Hints dropped in official circles indicate 
that chagrin was felt at the Berlin Court 
at the fact that King Edward scnt no 
more important representative to the

The investigating committee says in its 
report that the case against Dr. Hilprecht, 
upon the evidence and the arguments sub- 
mitted, may be divided into three parts: 

“ First—The charge of literary dishon- 
esty. 

‘“*Second—The charge of improperly re- 
taining property belonging to the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. 

“Third—The charge that what was 
found at Nippur has no just claim to be 
called a temple library.” 

On the first charge Dr. Hilprecht said 
that in his book, “‘ Explorations in Bible 
Lands,” he did publish illustrations of 
objects which he believed at one time 
formed part of a library existing at Nip- 
pur, but he did not attempt to state at 
what time the objects were excavated, 
found, or purchased, and if any one re- 
ceived such an impression he never gave 
or intended to give it. The committee was 
satisfieqd with this answer. 

“The charge of improperly retaining 
property belonging to the University of 
Pennsylvania seems to have arisen from 
a misunderstanding of the nature of the 
organization of the expeditions which 


made the excavations,"’ said the commit- 
tee. 

“The third criticism, a doubt as the 
value of the Temple Library, seems to 
have no other foundation than impatience 
that publication of the results of the sev- 
eral expeditions has not yet been made. 

‘““ When it is considered that the finds of 
the fourth expedition had been less than 
four years in Philadelphia when these 
criticisms originated, that the texts of 
these tablets are in almost unknown lan- 
guages, that large numbers of them must 
be translated before wise and sound gen- 
eralizations can be made upon them, and 
that many years elapse in most cases be- 
fore such finds give out their full value, 
it will be understood that delay in publi- 
cation has been and will continue to be 
necessary. 

“The statements made by Dr. Hilp- 
recht’s accusers were wholly negative, 
One witness testified that he had only 
seen two tablets; another declined to en- 
ter on the question further than to ex- 
press a doubt, and this was the general 
character of all the testimony produced 
by the accusers.” 

The report was submitted to the full 
board to-day, and was unanimously 
adopted.

Lawyer,John W. Wooten, who was for- 
merly counsel for David Rothschild and 
the Federal Bank and who is now on trial 
before Justice ._Davy in the Criminal 
Branch of the Supreme Court on a charge 
of having converted to his own use a 
check for $1,000 handed him by Roth- 
schild, spent:three hours last night on. the 
stand in his own behalf.

before the Grand Jury. 


The Wooten case lasted from 10 o'clock | 
in-the morning until 10 o’clock at night, |

and repeatedly took a hand in the pro- 
ceedings himself. A large part of the} 
evidence extracted from Wooten as well 
as from other witnesses will have a direct 
bearifg on his trial and those of Armi- | 
Sage Mathews and Samuel Ferguson for | 
che alleged conspiracy_to loot the Wei- | 
sell estate, of which Rothschild was the 
temporary administrator. 

Hitherto unpublished documents, show- 
ing an agreement between Wooten and! 
Lawyer Samuel I. Ferguson, counsel for | 
the heirs contesting the estate, to divide 
the legal'fees accruing to both as well | 
as the fees.due to Rothschild, was exhib- | 
ited by Mr. Rand, acknowledged by the | 
witness, and admitged as evidence. Ac-| 
cording to this agreement, the fees com- | 
ing to Rothschild as administrator, those | 
due to Wooten as his counsel, and what- | 
ever might be coming to Ferguson out of | 
the legal practice connected with the ad- 
ministration of the estate, were to be 
pooled and divided so that Ferguson got 
three-fuurths and Wooten one-fourth.

Increase. of Crime Due to Uncertainty 
cf Punishment—Secretary of War's 
Address Before Yale Law School. 


NEW HAVEN, June 26.—A scathing ar- 


raignment of the present American jury | 
System, figures showing that murder and | 


al! felonies are increasing, and the decla- 


ration that lynchings and mob rule are | 


directly due to the delays and defeats of 
justice, and that such disorders must in- 
crease until the system of jurisprudence 


is reorganized, were features of the ad- | 


dress of William H. Taft, the Secretary 
of War. before the graduating class 
the Yale Law School to-day. His subject 
was “The Administration of Criminal 


Law.”’ 

Secretary Taft referred to the institu- 
tion of the writ of habeas corpus, trial by 
jury, and other means of preserving the 
rights of the individual against oppres- 
sion of the Government. Then he said: 

“ As these served their purposes so well 
in ancient times, when the battle for civil 
liberty was fought and won, the first 
impulse of the American lawyer is to 
apply them -all as a panacea to the gov- 

“ernment and criminal procedure of our 
new possessions. But further investiga- 
tions, with a deepening sense of responsi- 
bility for the government of a bedy of 
people whose welfare has been forced 
upon us 48 a sacred trust, leads to a much 
more conservative attitude in respect of 
the needed changes in the existing proced- 
ure. 

“We have right force on the

‘of our own which have proved of the 
highest benefit to unless we can see, 
On other than mere sentimental grounds 
connected with our own history, that such

OUR CRIMINAL RECOR 
GRACE. 

“T-grieve -for my country to that 
the administration of the criminal law in 
ali the States of the Union (there may be 
one or two exceptions) disgrace to 
our civilization. We are now reaching an 
age when we cannot plead youth, sparse 
civilization, or newness of country, 
eause for laxity in the 
law. 

“What makes the difference between 
the administration of the criminal law in 
England and in this country? In the first 
place, while the jury has always been a 
sacred and untouched part of the tribunal 
constituted to try crime in England, the 
Judges have always taken and maintained 
their part at common law in the trial of 
every defendant, and that part has been, 
first, the retention of complete control 
over the method by which counsel try the 
case, restraining them to the points at 
issue. and, second, the power to aid the 
jury by advising them how to consider the 
evidence and expressing an opinion upon 
the evidence, leaving. however, to the jury 
the ultimate decision. 

‘Another reason why English justice 
still maintains its reputation for certainty 
of punishment is the faci that there are 
no appeals allowed from the trial in the 
first court unless the Judge = 
shall deem certain questions of law of 
sufficient importance and doubt to re- 
serve them to a court of crown cases 
reserved. 

‘How is it in our own country? We 
find that these constitutional limitations, 
adopted centuries ago in tenderness to the 
defendant, have been elaborated in their 
scope and operation not only by the courts 
but also by the Legislatures, because 
thought to be in the interest of liberty. 
And this has made,them greater obsta- 
cles to the conviction of the guilty. The 
institution of trial by jury has come to 
be regarded as fetish to such an extent 
that State Legislatures have exalted the 
power of the jury and diminished the 
power of the court in the hearing of 
criminal cases. 

REINS THROWN TO THE JURY. 

“The function of the Judge is limited to 
that of the Moderator in a religious as- 
sembly. -The law throws the reins on the 
back of the jury, and the verdict becomes 
rather the vote of a town meeting than 
the sharp, clear decision of the tribunal 
of justice. 
relying on the diminished power of the 
court, creates by dramatic art and by 
harping on the importance of unimportant 
details a false atmosphere in the court- 
room which the Judge is powerless to dis- 
pel, and under the hypnotic influence of 
which the counsel is able to lead the 
jurors to vote as jurors for a verdict 
which after all the excitement of the trial 
has passed away they are unable to 
Fupport as men. 

“And now what has been the result in 
this country? Since 1885 in the United 
States there have been 131,951 murders 
and homicides, and there have been 2,286 
€xecutions. In 1885 the number of mur- 
ders was 1,808. In 1904 it had increased 
to §,482. The number of executions in 
1883 s 108. In 1904 the number was

‘Americans and Leanders Only! 
Eights Considered for Cup. 


FOUR ENTRIES MAY WITHDRAW | 


Ambassador Reld Sends Hopeful Mes- 
sage to the United States Oarsmen 
and Intends to See Contest.

LONDON, June 26.—With the’ royal 
Henley regatta one week away, rowing 
experts are about equally divided as to 
the probable winer of the Grand Chal- 
lenge Cup. In one respect they all agree. 
The race has simmered down to the Ves- 
per Boat Club of Philadelphia and Lean- 
ders, providing an accident or fluke does 
not upset calculations. Although there 
are eight entries for the eight-oared event, 
it is almost certain that not more than 
four crews will start. Trinity Hall, Cam- 
bridge, was the first to withdraw. This 
was followed by an announcement that 
the German crew would decline the issue, 
and to-day it was reported that the Christ 
and Jesus College crews would pull out 
of the competition and enter for a less 
important event, probably the Stewards’ 
Cup, This leaves the Vespers, Leander, 
Thames, and London to compete for the 
blue ribbon of aquatics. 

Those in a position to know, and whose 
opinion carires weight, are chary in mak- 
ing any prediction. ‘‘ One is as likely to! 
win as the other,’’ said one authority who | 
has witnessed every Grand Challenge Cup | 
| race for the past ten years. He referred | 
to the Vespers and Leanders, ‘‘and I 
challenge aid expect to name the winner 
in advance.’ One point strengthens the 
belief of the Britishers that the Leanders 
will be successful, and that is that they 
have absolute confidence in the English 
style of rowing, which they believe to be 
superior to that of the Americans. Were 
it not for this fact there a great many 
over here who would frankly admit that 
the chances favor the Vespers carrying 
back to America the cup the Britishers 
value so highly. 

The possibility of the Vespers or Lean- 
ders being beaten by one of the other 
two crews does not appeal to either the 
public or the two favorite crews. The 
latter fully expect to be pitted against 
| each other in the finals, and in all their 
|practice they think of each other and 
compare their own form, condition, and 
speed with that of their dreaded rivals, 
\ignoring all other competitors. The do- 
lings of the two crack crews are religiously 
recorded, while to the work of the London 
| and Thames crews is attached little or no 
| consideration or thought. 
| The Americans do not underestimate 
the Leander combination. They know and 
admit that they are an exceptionally good 
lot of oarsmen, and Coxswain Abell of 
the visiting crew said to-day: 

“Individually the Leander crew is prob- 
jably superior to the Vespers, but in my | 
| opinion we are better as a crew. We are 
getting into magnificent condition and | 
form, and our practice to-day was in 
every way very satisfactory. Every man} 
'is feeling splendid, and their work on the | 
| river is of such a character as to inspire | 
| unlimited confidence.” 

The Leander oarsmen are working hard 
to get into trim for the race, There is 
an absence of confidence, which in past 
years has been so apparent before the 


event, and they are by no means certain 
that they can win from the Vespers. 
Whitelaw Reid, the new American Am- 
bassador, is taking a great interest in the 
race. He sent a message to the Vespers 
to-day saying he earnestly hoped they 
would win, He also promised to be pres- 


bly arrange it. The Henley Ratepayers’ 
Association has made a move in the mat- 
ter of asking King Edward to attend the 
regatta, and the Board of Stewards are 
working hard to maintain the regatta’s 
vest traditions.

The Ice Gives Up Its Dead.

The recovery of a guide’s body after twenty- 
eight years’ entombment in a glacier of Monte 
Rosa is the third restoration of the kind, if 
we are not mistaken, in Alpine history.

| 1877 his tourists saw him disappear in the 
crevasse, and the body could not then be re- 
covered.

He was 
accompanied by Secretary Loeb, the 
White House staff, Secret Service men, 
and representatives of the press associa- 
tions. Dr. C. F. Stokes of Washington 
will remain with the party until the Pres- 
ident settles down at Sagamore Hill. Miss 
Isabel Hagner, secretary to Mrs. Roose- 
velit. who is en route to Maine to fill a 
social engagement, will be with the party 
as far as Boston 

Just before the departure of the special 
train, Count Cassini, the Russian Am- 
bassador, was driven to the station, hav- 
ing been unable to reach the White House 
to-day to bid the President farewell. He 
Was met on the platiorm by Mr. Roose- 
velt, and they held a hurried conversation, 
during which they clasped hands warmly. 
When the Ambassador left the train the 
signal was given for the start. The Pres

several feet of the coping on the roof of 
| No. 46 fell upon them. Fred Mergel’s 


nose was broken and several others had 
|} their faces scratched. 

Lieut. Henry of Engine 5 and a half 
dozen men were dragging a hose into po- 
sition on the fifth floor fire-escape, when a 
| back draught of smoke and flames poured 
out upon them. They dropped on the floor 
of the balcony. Fortunately, the water 
tower began working just then, and the 
stream, directed on them for a few sec- 
onds, revived them. Half a dozen firemen 
of Engine 72 were overcome on the sixth 
floor fire-escape on the Fourteenth Street 
side when a back draught of flame struck 
them. In sight of crowds in Union Square 
who cheered them on, some of their com- 
rades on the roof climbed down the fire- 
|} escape and dragged the overcome men up 
to the roof, All went back to work after 
a surgeon fixed them up a bit. 

Deputy Chief Langford estimated the 
loss at $40,000. Tenants of the building 
said it would be three or four times that 
figure. The firemen were hampered by 
poor water pressure. 


$50,000 DRY GOODS BLAZE.

Two Men Rin from Building as Fire 
Was Discovered. 


Fire practically destroyed the interior 
of the six-story building 127, 129, 181, and 
133 West Seventeenth Street yesterday 
morning, causing a loss of $50,000. Three 
alarms were sent in, and the firemen had 
| the hardest kind of a fight. 


The building is occupied by Silverberg 
Brothers, manufacturers of waists, on the 
| first and second floors; Wolf & Son, dress 

goods and skirts, on the third floor; B, 

Lipman, infants’ wear, on the fourth and 
| fifth floors, and Brown & Webster, waists 
}and dresses, on the sixth floor.

| About 7:20 o'clock a passerby in Seven- 
| teenth Street saw flames burst from the 
| second-story windows in 131 and 133. Half 
a minute afterward, according to several 
bystanders, two men dashed from the 
building and disappeared down the street, 
The police were unable to learn who the 
men were, 

The flames poured from the second 
floor to the upper floors through the 
elevator shaft in the centre of the build- 
ing and spread fast in the inflammable 
stuff on every floor. 

A squad of firemen headed by Capt. 
Walsh was on the stairway manning a 
line of hose when a back draught from the 
third floor enveloped them. embers of 
Hook and Ladder Company 12 saw the 
dangerous plight of their comrades and 
rushed to their assistance. Capt. Walsh 
and Firemen John McKeon, Edward Ro- 
gan, Daniel Sullivan, and William Lee, 
all of Engine Company 12, were dragged 
from the stairway. Capt, Walsh, al- 
though badly burned about the face and 
hands, insisted on aiding in the rescue of 
his men. Firemen McKeon and ag, oo 
were the worst injured of the five, but 
they refused to go to the hospital. 

Several hundred women girls are 
employed in the burned building, and mad 
the fire started an hour later . woul 
have been at work.

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FAST RUN ON LONG ISLAND. ! 


More Than a Mile a Minute on the 
New Block Island Express. 


All speed records of the Long Island 
Railroad were broken yesterday on the 
first run of a new express service to 
Block Island. The steamer Montauk car- 
ried the passengers from Montauk Point 
to Block Island. 

The train made the land journey of 
ninety-six miles on a single-track road in 
2 hours and 41 minutes, On the level 
leaving West Babylon the train made 
the new Long Island record of 66% miles 
an hour, or a mile in 54 seconds. 

The train was made up of four coaches 
and the engine. It was filled with offi- 
cials of the railroad and their guests. In 
the party were President Ralph Peters, 
Superintendent C. L. Addison, General 
Traffic Manager A. L, Langdon, General 
Passenger. Agent H. M. Smith, Auditor 
A. B. Bievck, T. N. Ely and C. Stuaads of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, and D. Van 
Cleaf, Superintendent of the Montauk 
Steamboat Company. 

The run cn the steamer Montauk, with 
an average of fifteen knots against a 
head wind, was made in 1 hour and 30

The Register asked permission to en- 
gage additional space in the Morton 
Building, which would cost $22,000 a year. 
The State Board sajd that $1,000 worth | 
of added space should be sufficient. 

Mr. Ronner applied to the State Civil 
Service Commission for an eligible list 
from which to add to his force. The 
State Commission has done nothing, and 
the Register said yesterday that if he did 
not receive a list by Thursday he would 
have to appoint several persons on his own 
responsibility, including a Deputy Regis- 
ter at $4,500, a chief mortgage clerk at 
three mortgage tax examiners at 
$2,500, a cashier at $2,500, and an assist- 
ant at $2,000, an auditor at $1,800, a book- 
keeper at $2,000, a secretary at $2,000, four 
clerks at $1,200, four messengers at 
$1,000, and a confidential messenger at 
$1,500.
